branch of sacred literature : and although, in the 6th 
century, Dionjsius Exiguus, Crescentius, and others^ 
I\ad made similar Collections, yet Gratian, who was 
a monk of Bologne about A. D. 1 1 40, was the first who 
farmed a regular series of sacred Canons^ and re-

duccd sacred jurisprudence to the form oFa regular 
science. The labours of the learned since, to amend 
die work of Gratian, area sufficient proof of the high 
estimation in which the original has been held. Gra* 
ffan was undoubtedly one of the most learned men 
of his age. The Glosses entitled Palea are the^ 
work of a lawyer, who flourished a little after Gra^ 
tian'stime.

General Observations on ike first printed Classics^ 
andothersy taken principally from Palmer's His- 
tory of Printing. 

. With respect to the forms of the works, they 
were generally either large or small folios^ or at least 
quartos; the smaller sizes were not in use. The 
leaves were without running title, direction word, 
number of pages, or divisions into paragraphs. The 
character itself Was a rude old Gothic^ mixed with 
secretary^ designed oa purpose to imitate the haad- ' 
writing of the time. The words were so closely and 
connectedly printed, that they were difficult to be 
read, even by those who were accustomed to mss^ 
and often led the inattentive reader into mistakes. 
There was then no standard for orthography; it 
was various^ and often arbitrary, method being 
wholly disregarded. — Tlieir periods weredistingui5h<» 
ed by no other points than the double and single one, 
£ e. the Colon and Full Stop ; just after the same man- 
ner in which the reading Psalms in our Common 
Prayer Books are all pointed ; all other punctuations 
being of much later invention. — Abbreviations were 
so frequent with the first printers, and in time be- 
came so numerous, and difficult to be understood, 
that a treatise was written on the art of reading a 
printed book I — ^They used no gtrat letters to begin 
a sentence, or proper name of men or places.-^ 
They left blanks for the places of titles, initial Ici^ 
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ierSy aod ottier ornaments, in order to have them 
supplied by the illuminators, whose ingenious art, 
though in vogue before and at that time, yet did not 
long survive the masterly improvements made by 
the printers in this branch of their art These orna* 
ments were exquisitely fine, and curiously variegated 
with the most beautiful colours, and even with gold 
and silver; the mar^ns likewise were frequently 
charged with variety of figures of saints, birds, 
beasts, monsters, flowers, &c. which had some- 
times relation to the contents of the page, though 
mostly none at all. These embellishments were 
very costly ; but for those that could not afford a 
round price, there were others done after a more 
ordinary manner, and at much cheaper rates.— The 
name of the printer^ place^ &c. were either wholly 
neglected, or put at the end of the book, not with- 
out some pious ejaculation or doxology. — The date 
was likewise omitted, or involved in some crampt 
circumstantial period, or else printed either at full 
l<ength, or by numerical letters, and sometimes 
partly one and partly' the other, thus ; One thousand 
CCCC and Sfxtij, Kc, but all of those at the e?id of 
the book. — ^There was no variety of characters, no 
intermixture of Roman and Italic^ which were of 
later invention ; but their pages were continued in a 
Gothic letter, of the same size throughout. 

Their Rubricks^ which were very frequent,, and 
added no small beauty to the pages, were sometimes 
done by the same hands as the initial letters.—, 
Whenever they njet with any Greeks they either 
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lq£t ablaak foR iVta be afterwards filledi up by writ- 
ing,,i£ the passage was long.;, or,, if short, coosisdng 
only of three or four words, they got it cut on wood^i 
tliOAigh after such a. rude and il^diaped manner^ that. 
it required some pause' to, be r^adi — ^The quQiations' 
of the places out of which they were takenv werei 
very often neglected, both in manuscripts and print-, 
ed books ; which caused the, curious no small trou- 
ble tp find themout^ 

They had- seldom dedicatory or prefatoryt iipu^ 
ties,; and when they began* afterwards to retail thenr 
in, their impressions, they generally placed<them at 
the eind of the. work ; a piece of justice as much neg- 
lected,, as wanting in our age. — ^They collected no 
Table of Contents^ no Index, nor Summary ^(v/hlch 
are indubitably a great help to the reader) nor any 
Erratas at tlie end ; for what faults were in theic 
editions,, were rather owing to the manuscripts which, 
they printed after^ than - to the carelessness o£ thft- 
printer.— r^They printed but few copies at oncei for 
two or three hundred, were then esteemed a large 
impression ; though, upon the^ encouragements re-v 
ceived from the learned, they, increased their numr 
bers in proportion. 

They were not solicitous to obtain Privileges and 
Patents for, the sole printing of any particular vo* 
lume; though, towards the latter end of FausVs 
times, everal.of his servants set up printing-houses, 
and were ambitious to excel their master. How 
soon after, tliose privileges began, appears from that 
granted by the emperor to John Schoeffcr^ Fausi*.s 
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grandsoOy an. 1519, for the sole printing of Lny: 
and to prohibit any other to reprint those books 
which had come firom his press : and as this had 
been granted upon account of his being grandson of 
the inventor of the art, so several popes and piinces 
gave like patents to their printers, as a mark of their 
favour. 

Of the works which are printed upon Vellum^ 
being formerly valuable chiefly for that peculiarity* 
and are therefore become very scarce, it may not be 
improper to make some observations upon them. 

It is, first, natural to enquire, why this method of 
printing was so frequent among the first printers. It 
is probable, that the disproportion of the price of vel- 
lum and paper was not then so great as at present, 
there being many proofs that, in the middle ages, 
paper was a veiy scarce commodity. Vellum was 
then in great use, because, as it was a laborious 
work to transcribe a book, it was rational to use last-, 
jng materials, as we now do in writings, which are 
not to be printed; though it is no longer necessaiy 
to observe tlie same caution, with regard to books. 
But, however fi^uently vellum was used, it does 
not appear that any impression was wholly confined 
to it, as some liave thought, who have denied tlie 
genuineness of some books mentioned in Catalogues, 
because they were printed on paper, when others of 
the same Edition were printed on vellum. There 
were in the Haileian Library Faust^s Tully^s Offices^ 
both of 1465 and 1466, as well on paper as vellum ; 
the Catholkon of 1460 was of botli kinds. I have 
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yeti indeed, seen no copy upon paper of the Bible in 
1462 ; but it is not improbable that, as the Bible was 
more used than other books, the paper copies might 
be worn out ; or that the others might be preserved 
on account of the vellum, by those who valued them 
£>r no other reason. After Faustusy no books seem 
to have been printed upon vellum, but for the sake 
of curiosity ; for, as paper became more necessary, 
the art of making it became more common, and it 
soon grew cheaper than vellum, of which the quan^ 
tity might be said to be limited by nature, whereas, 
paper may be increased without difficulty. Palmer. 

Concerning Classics it may be necessary farther 
to say, that tliis name is not, or should not, be given 
to any ancient authors, but to those alone who have 
written the be$t in their respective languages, the 
cultivation of which they have carried to their high- 
est degree of perfection, so that their labours serve 
for models to all those who apply themselves to the 
study of polite liter^ure ; or as Aulus Gellius terms 
them, Scriptores prima notte^ et prestaniissmi. 

By Latin Classics, are understood tliose authors 
vrho have flourished in the time of the Roman Re* 
public, and those who lived in the reign of Augus- 
tus, or shortly after ; such as, Terence, C^sar, 
Corn. Nepos, Cicero, Sallust, Virgil, Horace, 
Ph/edrus, Titus Li VI us, Ovid, Valerius Maxi- 
Mus, Velleius Paterculus, Quintus Curtius, Ju- 
venal, Martial, and Frontinus. These are 
Latin Classics of the first order. To these may be 
added, Cornelius Tacitu$> who flourished in the 
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secohd century ; also Pliny the Fininger^ Florus^ 
SiTEtimius, and Justin^ It was in the second cen«» 
tury, under the Antomni^ that the beautiful Latinity 
of the republican and Augustin ^, began to dcge« 
nerate« 

Among the Greek CLAskics, Homer, Hesiod^ 
Pindar, Herodotus, THUCYDiDts, Xenophon, 

D£MOST»t£N£S, ISOCRATES, ArISTOTLE, &C. hoU 

the^r5/ rank. To these may be added, the Fables 
of <£sop, the Dialogues of Lucian, and most of the 
Fragments of Plutarch. 

Most nations have their Classic Authors, whose 
reputation, once established, serve for models to the 
numerous herd of imitators which come after. la 
ifed:£f languages, it is well to select the best audiors^ 
and establish them as stajtdards of pure and elegant 
composition ; for in such languages no further ex- 
cellence can be expected. But in those languages 
which continue to be vernacular^ the case is widely 
difib^nt ; they may still ht improved and polished^ 
therefbi^ no writer should be set up^ a standard of 
insurpassable excillence. Why may not the Eng- 
lish, for instance, expect writers, which shall as far 
excel Addison^ Steele^ Johnson^ S^encer^ Shake^eart 
MUtoHy and Pcfpe^ as thej/ have surpassed their pre- 
decessors ? Certainly the English language and the 
British genius, notwithstanding their almost unri« 
vailed excellence^ are still capable of greater per- 
fection. 

Our neighbours, the French, (between whom and 
ns may there be an eternal peace !] our only rivals ia 
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arts and arms, have denominated as Classics those 
writers who flourished in the reign of Lewis XIV. 
such as, Comeille^ Despreaux^ Pascal^ Bossuctj Fe-* 
fieloHf Racine^ MolierCy and Regnaud. To whom 
they add the following, in the 18th century ; Cre^ 
billon^ Voltaire^ tlic two Rousseaus^ Dumarsais^ 
JIo7UesguieUf Buffati^ Mably, CondillaCj Barthe^ 
lemy^ &c. All these authors have contributed their 
quota to the polish and improvement of the French 
tongue ; and under their pens it has assumed a more 
elegant and vigorous form : but this language, like' 
our own, is not only susceptible of, but requires fur« 
thcr improvement.

St, Colomban was born in Ireland, about A. D. 
*560. Under the instructions of a pious old man, 
named Silent who was one of the disciples of the 
Scotch apostle St. Coltmiba, in the monastery of 
Senchor, he became eminently pious and learned, 
and is said to have composed a book of psalms, and 
a number of moral poems, at a very early age. In 
order to separate himself entirely from the secular 
life, he went to Gaul, with twelve disciples. An 
qU ruinous castle, in the neighbourhood of Yos* 
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ges^ was their first asylum. In 589 lie built the mo-* 
nastery of Luxeville. and soon after another at Ton* 
taine. The king, 7%/err/ II. exiled him to Besan- 
9on, at the solicitation of his wicked queen J?rtt;t^- 
haut^ who was ofiended at the pious exhortations of 
the holy man. He went afterwards to Italy, founded 
themonastery of Bobio, and died there in 6 15. — The

He and Heniy Stephens wrote their Lexicons 
nearly about the same time. Stephens airanged the 
Greek words under their roots : and Constantine 
arranged them in alphabetical order. This arrange- . 
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ment has caused Constantine's Lexicon to be pre. 
ferred to that of Stephens, to which in many other re- 
spects it is greatly inferior. Busbey called Budxus,

before he died. On this point the pratestants need 
not dispute ; Bern. O Connor wa^ no great credit to, 
the Christian religion. The book mentioned above 
is botli scarce and curious.

When his work made its first ap- 
pearance, it was decried as a monster of atheism, 
and was so completely suppressed, that scarcely a 
copy of it is to be found, even in the most curious 
and select libraries. Several think the work was 
designed to sap tlie foundation of religion ; but it is 
very likely the author only designed to ridicule and 
expose the absurd and horrible doctrine of in/ant 
damnaiiony so repugnant to the nature of God and 
the gospel of his Son. The book contains about 10 
pages.

Cornelius Nepos was born at Hostilia, near Ve- 
rona, in the reign of Julius Caesar, and lived till the 
6th year of Augustus, about the year of Rome 716. 
He was an intimate friend of Cicero and Alliens. 
He wrote several things, which are all lost, except 
" The Lives of illustrious Greek and Roman Gene^ 
rals,^* This work was for a long time attributed to • 
jtEmilius ProbuSy and several Editions of the work 
wiere published under his name. The Editors were 
probably deceived by an Epigram in the ms. pre* 
sented to TheodosiuSy in which were the following 

words : 

SI rogat auctorem, me sciat esse probum. 

The learned critic, Andrew ScotuSy was the first 
who restored the work to its genuine author. He 
also collected some fragments of the lost works of 
this historian, which may be found in several of tlie 
above editions. The original of this work was writ- 
ten by Trogus Pompeius iii 44 books, and contained 
a history of the world from the creation till the time 
of Augustus. This voluminous wrok Justin abridged, 
taking a selection from each of the 44 books, and 
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l^serving the number and order of the books of the 

original in his own work. The abridgment was 
read and prized, and the original neglected, and in 
the end irrecoverably lost The work of Justin is 
allowed to be written with aU that elegance and pre- 
cision which characterizes the writings of the Au- 
gustan age. He gives a pleasing colouring to the 
most simple facts. His arrangement is regular and 
perspicuous, and his reflecdons new, striking, and 
always promotive of virtue. But, like otiier his- 
torians, he can only be trusted while relating those 
facts with which he had a personal acquaintance, or 
were near to the times in which he lived. His account 
of the Jeoos^ lib. xxxvi. c. 1 1 , &c. is sufficient to shew 
that every page should be read with extreme caution.

At 
12 years of age he could translate the Hebrew Bible 
with great facility, and was perfect master of Ea* 
clid's Elements. He was one of the most learnt 
men of his time, and a pattern of uprightness, gen* 
tieness, and piety. He died in Paris, Aug. 12^ 1686, 
leaving nine volumes tbllo of mss. containing ex- 
tracts from the primitive fathers, and different eccle- 
siastical authors, with notes. These volumes were 
deposited in the late king's library.

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lost The style of Cuttius, though ratlier flowery, 
is allowed to be noble, elegant, and pure ; and his 
reflections luminous, ingenious, and solid. But his 
chronology and geography are indiflerent. In de- 
scribing the pompous march of Darius, he represents 
him as seated on a car consecrated to Jupiter^ and 
adorned with the statues of the Roman gods I as if 
the Persians either reverenced or even knew Jupiter 
or any of the Roman deides ( Some learned men 
have considered the whole history as a very inge« 
nious and well written Bdmance. Perhaps it would 
be impossible, after a dispassionate reading of the 
work» not to be of the same opinion.

Saint Cyprian sprung from an illustrious family ill 
Carthage. He was converted to the Christian reli« 
gion by the ministry of a priest named Cecilius^ 
A. D. 246, and two years after he became bishop of 
Carthage. In the Decian persecution he had hit 
head cut off, A. D. 258. Cyprian is one of the most 
valuable of the primitive fathers, especially in mat- 
ters which concern the customs and discipline of the 
primitive church. He is the most eloquent of the 
Latin fathers : his style is in general pure, and hn* 
reasoning strong and conclusive. It is but of little 
importance to know, that St. Cyprian, as well as 
TertuUian, was a straigbt-hair'd Black.

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Saint Cyril succeeded his maternal unde Theom 
philus in tlie see of Alexandria, A. D. 412; in 
which office he continued till 444, when he died* 
His style is inelegant, obscure, and desultory. He 
is allowed to have been a very zealous defender of 
the faith ; — but the faith has gained little credit ftom 
such defenders ! Endeavouring to exterminate the 
Jews from Alexandria, they formed a cabal, got the 
governor Orestes on their side, made an attadc on 
the Christians, and slew many of them. The monks 
of Nitria, hearing of the opposition the governor 
and the Jews made to the patriarch, assembled in a 
tumultuous manner, wounded the governor with 
stones; and supposing that the femous HypcUia. 
(daughter of Theoriy one of the most beautiful wo« 
men, best mathematicians, and profound philoso* 
phers of her age) had excited Orestes against the 
patriarch, headed by a lector named Peter, they 
way-laid her on her return to her own house, drag* 
ged her to the Cesarean church, stripped her, and 
beat her to death with potsherds ! Their savage 
cruelty did not end here ; for they cut her in pieces, 
and then burned tlie mangled body to ashes! See. 
Fleurys Ecclesiastical History, " This barbarous 
act," says the historian Socra,tes, " brought great 
reproach both on St Cyril and the whole church.'' 
And well it might ; for it was an act that tigers and 
incarnate demons alone could perpetrate.*— ^i^/Mt/^ 
had composed many works in philosophy and ma» 
tbematics, which probably all shared tlie fate of the 
amiable authoress* The reader will be pleased to 
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observe, that it was not Christianity that committed 
these and such like barbarous outrages ; but they were 
done hj men, who to their sava ;e brutalities added 
the ahnostian^ardonable crime of styling themselves 
Christians I The Son of God did not come to de- 
stroy men's lives, but to save: — ^but many who have 
calted themselves his disciples, have not taken their

Cyril Lucaris was bom in Cretp in 1571i. He 
studied at Venice and Padua^ and became a conrert 



to the protestant doctrine. He was made patriarch 
of Alexandria, and afterwards of Constantinople in 
1621. He was persecuted by the bishops and cler* 
gy for* preaching the Protesitaht doctrine, deprived 
of his patriarchate, and banished to Rhodes. Some • 
time after^ he was recalled, and on publishing his 
confession of faith, was again deposed and banished 
to Tenedos in 1628, The Jesuits found means to 
make the mind of dte Ottoman Court evil ailbcted 
towards him, and after being seven times deposed, 
and as often reinstated in the patriarchate of Con* 
stantinople, he was sti*angled in 1 638 by the Turks, 
on his way to a new place of banishment. This 
" was in the 66th year of his age; It was this pa« 
*^ triarch who sent the famous Codex Alexandrinus 
n present to King Charles I. by his ambassador Sir 
Thomas Roe in 1 6 28. One of the most ancient and

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When Antip^er made war against Greece, after the 
death of Alexander, Demosthenes was publicly re- 
called froiii his exile, and a galley was sent to fetchr 
him from ^giha. His return was attended with 
much splendour, and all the citizens crowded at the 
Pirseiis to see him land. But his triumph and po- 
pularity were sliort. Antipater and Craterus were 
near Athens, aild demanded all the orators to be de* 
livered up into their hands. Demosthenes fled Xf> 
the temple of Neptune in Calauria : when hie saw 
no hopes of safety, he took a dose of poison, which 
he always carried in a quill, and expired on the day 
that the Thesmophoria were celebrated, A. A. C.^ 
322. The Athenians raised a brazen statue to bi» 
honour, with a suitable inscription. Demosthenes 
has been deservedly called the prince of craion.^-m 
Indeed no orator had ever a finer field than De-^ 
mosthenes in his Olynthi^cs and PhiKppic8» whicb 
are his capital orations; and undoubtedly to the 
greatness of the subject, and to that integrity and 
public spirit which breathe in them, they owe ii 
large portion of their merit. The subject is, to e3(» 
cite the indignation of bis countrymen against Pfai« 
lip of Macedon, the public enemy of the liberties of 
Greece ; and to guard them against the treacherous 
measures by which that crafty tyrant endeavoured 
to lull them into a neglect of their danger. Cicero 
calls him a perfect model, and such as he himself 
wished to be* These two great princes of eloquence 
have been often compared togethet*; butthe judg* 
jnent hesitates to which to £^ve the pteftrence.^—

reclaim them. This I believe to be a mere shm* 
^er; for the only reason of the scarcity of the woik 
is, that there were few copies printed; and that 
when its merit was known abroad, the copies werp 
all eagerly bought up. This is the .reason why the 
book is perhaps more frequently to be met with on 
the Continent than in Great Britain. 

What a pity it is, that such an important work h 
not reprinted ! a work so es^ntial to the history 
(political, religious, and literary) of Great Britain. 
If some public-spirited bookseller would come for* 
.ward, and offer a new Edition of the Monasticm to

Some say, that going 
to examine the nature of the eruptions of mount 
JEtnUy he was destroyed by the burning lava; otberSt 
that in order to be reputed a god, he threw himself • 
into one of the cratei's on tlie top of the mountain ; 
but that one of his slippei^s^ which was of brass^ was 
thiown up with some melted lava^ and thus the trick 
was discovered ! It is surpiising that this ridiculous 
and self-confuted tale should be still credited by men . 
of sense and learning ! Some say he hanged him- 
self, others that he threw himself into the sea, &c.

Epictetus was a Stoic philosopher^ bom sometime 
in the 1st century of theChristianaera,atHierflpoUsui 
Phrygia, and ^larttoEpaphrodiiui^ a ftec d man^ei- 
longing to Nero. When Dooiitian banished all philo- 
sophers from Rome, about A. D. 94, Epictetus letiied 
to Nicopolis in Epirus, where it is supposed he died 
in a very advanced age; Others say heretomed to 
Rome ^ter the death of Domidan, and was ia great 
fivour with Adrian and Marcus AwrtHus. . Arnot^ 
his disciple, penned those discourses wbicb he-had 
heard delivered by. his mastery and which are styled 
the Enchiridion or Manual of Epictetus.; a book 
in which heathen ethics have been rkised to their 
utmost pitch of perfection ^ and which no serioua 
Cbriitian can read without reaping great advantage. 




Father Mour^aes says* that an ancient Christian 
monastery had iidopted the Manual of £^ictetus fot^ 
its rule^ with some slight aiteratioq^. .Th/^pffo 
^grandpivots, on which th^ whole of , this grea^ man's 
philosophy turned, were ANBXOYxofATD&spY^ ^bar^ 
and FORBEAR. The philosophy of Epicte^us i^ in 
general good ; but without supernatural assistance} 
ist is impracticable . - And were it even within the 
reach of men in general, the Christian morality i$ 
iafhiitely preferable.

Epiphaniu9y bishop of Sabmis, was- bom in Pa» 
lestine about A. D. 320. He is reckoned one of 
iht fathers of the church; FVom' his works he ap- 
pears to have been a person of v^- extensive read- 
ing, but of little judgment, and very credulous,— 
He adopted ridiculous faUes, and flying reports of 
no authenticity, all of which he published as truths. 
His style is of the lowest kind, dull and oamteieBtiiig: 
and- fais' writings untonnectedand obscure. His tnoai* 
tise on weights and measures 18 however ^aUowed 
tor be a very useful piece. One thing which renders 
thewoiks of Epiphanius peculiarly valuable is» his

whe^e the.Te^^t is maf^ifestly corrupted. Nextxome 
the D^_% which are undoubtedly Euclid's, yea, 
more undoubtedly tlian the Elements themselves. 
For many hayesaid that Theon did quite change the 
Elements, and supply their demonstrations, but ne- 
ver any body;quesUpne;d whether the Data are Eu* 
itlid's. Dr. Gregoi^y ind\e Pre^e, compares thi$. 
book with Pappufs description of it,, restores som€( 
places in it that have been corrupted, and shews thq 
use that the ancients made of these DatcL The two 
Musical Tracts follow, which the Editor thinks are 
not both Euclid's; it may be neither, as is fully, set 
forth in the Preface. Next are Euclid's Phi^rmuina^ 
which were never before pid>lished in Greek. Thi^ 
^ook is not doubted to be Euclid's, it agreeing with . 
Pappuses description of it, Dr. Gregory ha§ re-, 
stored ^t& owa. oiigiiial figuie^,. whic;b Jos^phm 
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Auria^ In liis Translation, had changed for otShers fa)r 
less convenient and intelligible. After this comes 
the Optics and CafoptrkSy which, if not spurious, 
(for Prochis indeed mentions books of Euclid con* 
cerning tliese subjects) are very much corrupted, as 
in the Preface is fully shewn. To these arc added 
the Notes of the noble and learned Sir Henry Sa^ 
vile^ founder of tlie two mathematical chairs in the 
Univei-sity of Oxford, which he wrote on the margin 
of his' own book, and which -shew that he was as 
great a master in mathematics as he was a patron of 
them. Next in order is the book de Divisumibus. 
This commonly goes under the name Machometes 
Bagdedinus. But because there is no book extant of 
Euclid's with this title, although it is clear from Prt^ 
clus that he wrote such a one ; and because Mr. John 
Dee^ who translated it, thinks that this is Euclid's, 
it was thought proper to publish it here* To this 
also are joined some Notes of Sir Henry Savile^ 
which exceedingly clear the miatter. Lastly, there 
is a fragment, de Levi et Ponder oso; published by 
Hervagius in Latins and by Tatraglia ih Italian^ 
which commonly passes for Euclid's. These two 
last are not to be found in Greeks they being lost if 
ever they were in that language. There are several 
other of Euclid's works, mentioned by Pappus and 
ProduSy tliat are quite lost. These Dr, Gregory 
describes at length in tlie Preface, to which we remit 
those that are curious — Philosophical Transactions^ 
vol. xxiv. p. 1538 — 1560.'

Euclid^ the Mathematician, was born at Megara, 
and flourished at Alexandria under Ptolomy Lagus 
and Ptolomy Philadelphus, about 200 years before 
the Christian sera. He was the first who reduced 
Geometry into the form of a science. His Elements^ 
in' \5 books (the two last of which some ascribe to 
Ilypsicles) arc the most perfect work of the kind 
produced either by ancient or modem times, and 
appears socomplete, that there is scarcely any room 
left to desire any thing more simple and more^ 
full. ProcluSy his commentator, says that Ptolomy 
king of Egypt began to ^tudy Geometry under this* 
great master, but being harrassed by the first diffi-

Eunapiusi was a native of Sacdis in Lydia> a so- 
phist, physician, and historian, under the reigns of 
Valentinian^ Valtns^ and Gratian. tie wrote a 
history of the Caesars, all of which is lost, except 
a few fragments preserved in Suidas^ His Lives 0^ 
the Philosophers are written with considerable per* 
spicuity and elegance. But the work is disgraced 
,with the indignities ofiered to Christianity. He ex» 
aggerates the virtues of the heathens, and lessens 
those of the Christians.

EuripideSy the celebrated tragic Greek poet, was • 
born at Salamts in the 480th year before the Chris* 
tian sera. He learned rhetoric under Prodicus^ 
morality under Socrates^ and natural philosophy 
under Anaxageras : but at eighteen years of age he - 
abandoned philosophy for dramatic poetry for 
>vhich he was eminently qualified* He shut him- 
self irp in a cave, and there composed his tn^dies> 
which were greatly admiived by the Greeks. The 
army of the Athenians, commanded by iViur/Vr^, ran* 
somed their lives, and regained their liberty, by re- ' 
citing the verses of Uiis Greek poet. It is said that 
Socrates went to see his plays acted, and they w«re 
the only compositions of this kind ever counte- 
nanced by this eminent sage. Euripides was twice ' 
married, but both wives behaved so ill, that being 
exposed to the raillery of Aristophanes on the occa- ' 
sion, he retired to the court of ArchelauSy king of 
Macedon, where he was well received. From the 
scandalous behaviour of his wives, he conceived 
considerable enmity against the wlwle sex^ which 
fi^uently appears in his writings. Of 75 tragedies, * 
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(some say 92) Which he composed, only 19 remam; 
the chief of which are the PhoenissiB^ Orestes^ Jlfc- 
4ea^ Ahdromaclie^ Iphigenia in Aulis^ Iphigenia in 
TauriSf the Troadesy Electra^ Hercules^ and Hgr 
poliius: but the two last are allowed to be hi« mas- 
ter-pieces. After his Andromache liad been acted 
among the Abderites, they were all strudcwith a 
species oi melancholy ^ occasioned by the efiect. pro- 
duced on their jxiind by tlie representation of this 
piece. What is most excellent in this poet is, he is 
always the :declared advocate of virtue^ The inr 
structions of Socrates are sufficiently evident in the 
compositions of his eminent disciple. It is said he 
was torn to pieces by the dogs of ArchelojuSy when 
i¥alking in the woods in deep study. Probably he 
was privately assassinated through tlie envy of some 
of the courtiei-s, for Solinus^ says Archelaus, had 
made him his prime minister ; and this could not fail 
to raise up enemies against him. His death hap- 
pened 407 years before the birth of Christ, when 
about 63 years of age.

Of EusebhiSy the ecclesiastical historian, scarcely 
any thing relative to his birtli or parentage is known.

He was made bishop of Antioch 
in 313, was present at the council of Nice in 325,, 
and at the council of Antiocb in 33 1 . He was high 
in the favour of the Emperor Constantinet apd it i» 
supposed he died aboin 338 or 340» fjuadHUsis

Before his 
Arianism was particularly noted, he was called saint^ 
and placed by Usuardus in his Martyrology ; . but Ba^ 
ronius struck out his nanic, and put Eusebius^SamO" 
satensis in his place : he therefore with the Catho- 
lics now ranks among the heretics. His Evangelical 
Demonstration is an invaluable work; Dr. Har- 
wood observes^ ^* It is a treasure of knowledge and 
good sense, and contains all the arguments ia fav9ur 
of the credibility and divine authority of the Chris- 
tian religion that have been advanced by Chandler* 
Leland, Benson, Butler, Brown, and oilier moderri 
advocates of Christianity against the Deists.

Our own Bibliographers have justly obsenred, tiidt 
'* it was a constant opinion, delivered d(/mi by our 
historians, that the art of printing was introduced 
and first practised in England by WiUiam Caxtm^ 
a mercer, and citizen of London; who, by his tra- 
vels abroad, and a residence of hiany yens in Hol- 
land, Flanders, and Germany, in the afikiTi^f4)rade» 
had an opportunity of informing hknself of 'the 
whole method and process of the art ; knd^ by Ae 
encouragement of the great, and particttlari]^ of die 
abbot of Westminster, first set up a press in. that^ab- 
bey, and began to print books soon after Uie year 
]47i. ' But of this honour 3/r. Gur/mhasberaldo- 
prived'by our writers since the Restoraddn; and 
this on the authority of a book printed at Oxford 
three years before that year last mentioned ; of 
which, it seems, there is a copy in the public libnuy 
in Cambridge ; the title whereof runs thus :^ Exp6^

Sitth to cause it to be brought into England. la or.T 
der to tills, the king dispatched Mr. Jtoberi Tunrntr^ 
who took to hb assis^nce.JFfZ/iam Caxtcm and: 
these two found me^^a to entice over into .England 
one Ftederick Corselfis^ aa under-^workman in the. 
printing-house at Harlem, where John Guttenberg . 
had lately invented the art, and was then personalty 
at work ; which Corsellis was immediately, sent ito

the art to have been first carried to Mentz by a bro^ 
tber of one of Guiienberg^s workmen : fi)r it is be- 
yond all doubt, that printing was first invented at 
Mentz; and Caxton's testimony seems alone tobe.j 
decisive, who says. About this time (1455) Mtf 
cra/te of eniprinting was first found m Mogoqnct 
in Almayne. As to the Lambeth record, as it wss > 
never heard of before Atkin's book, so it was never . 
seen since; and on tliese grounds our author pro*. .

fbre.any book of C(dur/0n'5 bears date. The Dpct/^^ 
conjectures, however, that an X: has some wi^y or 
other been dropped in the date of the impres^on':

nature ; some casual, some by design. He obsenret; 
next, that it is a much more neat and regular plece»,^ 
which is attributed to Cor'seUa^ than any of CaxtotCM 
are ; from whence it mig^t wiith reason be infeixecl^ 
that it could not be older. Hie Oxford book likot 
wise has signatures, which were notanvented, aft aU 
authors agree^ dll the year 1470, or later ; and wer^ 
not used by* Cuxton till 1 480. Besides, what proba^ 
]t>ility is there, that this Oxford press shpuld remain 
unemployed for eleven years afterwards ; wfaerea% 
supposing the -X dropped, and consequently, the 
book printed ten years later, all these doubte wiH^ 
vanish ; the use of signatures: will be no objection ; 
and the catalogue of books printed at Oxford will 
go on regularly from the year 1 478. Which indeed 
m'e strong presumptions that Dr. MyUUetmlaiM 
guessed the truth. 

^^ In the last place, we have the positive evidence 
of Caxtoh's being the first printer of this kingdom^ 
stated. StoWy in bis survey of London, speaking, of 
the thirty-seventh year of Henry ML or 1458, says. 
The noUe science of printing was at this time found 
at Magunce, bjf John Guttemberg a knighi^ msd 
William Caxton of London^ viercer^ brought it inio 
England about the year 1471, and first practUitt

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the same in the abbey of Westmimter. Trussd 
gives the same account in the history of Hettry* 
VT» and Sir Richard Baker^ in bis Chronicle ; and . 
Mr. Howell^ in his Londinopolis^ describes ibe* 
place where the abbot of Westminster, first set up 
the press for CaxUnCs use. John Leland^ library-' 
keeper to Henry the Eighth, who, by way of ho- 
nour, had the title of antiquary^ and lived near to 
CaxUnCs own time, expressly calls him, thefirst prin^ 
ier of England ; and speaks honourably of bis works. 
And, as he had spent some, time in Oxford, he could 
hardly be ignorant of the origin and hbtory of print- 
ing in that university. The celebrated Mr. Henry 
Wharton, and the no less celebrated Mr* Dupin^ 
style him ihe^rst printer of England; and, in- 
deed, his Qwn works, to a curious and knowing en- 
qafrev> will qipear very authentic testiolonies of the 
truth of this assertion; for the rudeness of the letter, 
irregularity of the page, want of signatures, initial 
letters, &c. and, above all, his colophons, agree ex- 
actly with the beginnings of this art elsew^re. The 
learned author tells us, that the course of His stu- 
dies, and the nature of his employment, engaged 
him to pay some attention to the little points of his* 
tory ; which, in this essay, he has endeavoured to 
set right: but, what above all excited him thereta, 
was the desire of doing justice to the memory of our 
worthy countryman William Caxton, and to prevent 
his being robbed of the honour due to him, for having 
.first imported into this kingdom an art of great bene-

John Albert Fahricius was born at Leipsig lil 
I(J6T. Hfe becafflfc professor of eloquence at Ham- 
burg, where he died in 1736. VLt was a profoundly 
learned man ; had a prodigious metiioryj a facility of 
writing, Which few men ever possessed ; and scarcely 
ever lost an instant of time. He was a man of great 
mbddSty afird genfleness, by which he acquired the 
esteem of all who koew him. He is author of seve- 
ridf other Wdrics, whkh, with (he former, have se- 
cured* hfs fame to the f^motest posterity, if indeed 
iMi eah'be any gr^tificaCibn to a dead man.

As for the language, Nepos' is 
certainly preferable to Frontmus^ but if we look to 
the subjects upon which Frcntinm has treated, we 
cannot deny that his accounts are tnore v^sufegaid

tions of NepoSf and that, besides, the reading of 
this author is less dangerous to innocence than Jus^ 
tin and Valerius may prove, on account of theit 
freedom of language. We apprehend, however, 
on the other hand, that the class of readers for 
which this Edition is designed, will soon be tired by 
the great sameness of the stratagems which are re* 
lated in one chapter, and under one head. As for 
the notes which the learned editor has subjoined, 
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tfaey are as pertinent as the text Is correct ; and the 
turo Indexes which are affixed, will contribute very 
much to facilitate the reading of an author who hi- 
therto has been very much neglected. 

Sextus Julius FrstUinus was a brave Roman war* 
rior» and leamtd lawyer. He was made prastor, 
A. D* 70, and afterwards consul. Vespasuin sent 
him, in 78, against the Britons^ whom, it is s^d, he 
had the hcnour of defeating in several battles. He 
was made superintendent of the public aqueducts by 
Nerva in 97, and was consul for the third Ume under 
Trajan^ in A. D. 100* He died in 106, and Plimf 
succeeded him in the augural dignity. His boolcs 
^ Stratagems prove him to have been an experi- 
enced officer.

Fabius Fulgeniius Planciades is an author of an 
uncertain age ; but he probably lived in the 8th or 
9th century.

The grossest 
darkness had overspread the whole horizon of Eutok 
pean literature in his time ; and it is not to be won* 
dered at that his works bear the impress of the age 
in which he lived.

« It has been long the opinion of the learned, that 
many of those fables which are called jEsop^swese 
written by other hands. M. Tyrwhitt inclines 
to give them to Babrius (called also Gabrius) on 
the authority of an unedited ms. in the Bodleian 
library ; which had not been consulted by the for* 
mer editors of JEsop. But all this is very uncertain. 
Whether such a person as JEwp ever existed is 
doubtful: who GmbrhiSf or Babrius^ was, no body 
knows : whence tlie febles attributed to these per^ ' 
sons came, w)io can tell ? Probably they are all of 
Indian origin ; and the Heetcpades of Veshnoo Sar» 
ma was the root whence the whole sprung. 

Gabrius^ or Babrius^ is suppo^ to have lived 
in tlie 4th century, but the jfibbi Boni thinks the ta- 
bles attributed to him were made by one Ignatius^ a 
deacon of the church of Constantinople, in the 9th 
century. These contradictory opinions of the lesumed 
shew the darkness ia which the question concerning 
tlie ancient mythologists is envelloped.

James Gaffarel was bom at Mannes in Provencei 
in 1601, and died in 16S1. He was librarian to the 
Cardinal de Bichlieu^ No person has peaetcated 
more deeply into cabalistic and occult pbilosqdiy 
than Gaffarel. His Cnriosiiaies imudiUe is iadeed 
a most curious work. It was translated by Afr^ 
Chamberlain, and published at London in 1650t S^kk 
with the following title, ^' Unheard of Curiosidcs^ 
concerning the Talismanical Sculpture of the Per- 
sians, the Horoscope of the Patriarchs, and the 
reading of the Stars." It is a feast for an accuii phi«v 
k)sopher, but it is very scarce. It is said th^ oardinal 
Richlieu employed Gafiarel to endeavour to unite 
the Catholics and Protestants, and that, in order to 
this, he wrote the work entitled, Quastio Pacifica. •

X)n the top is the 
king's name, whose reign is related ; and on the 
margin the contents of each passage beautifully dis« 
posed. Nor has the illuminator been less careful* 
having decorated them with particular attention.* 
The copies are riiled^ not only oh the edges of the 
pages, but in every space between the Unes, which 
was sometimes practised at that time, probably that 
printed books might retain the air of beautiful manu* 
scripts, which were ruled in that manner to direct 
the writer. The initials of each chapter are adorned 
with red and gold. The paragraphs are distingiush* 
ed, not by an interval continued to the end of the 
line, but by a small space of the breadth of two let-* 
ters, which is filled up with gold, upon blue and red 
alternately. The character is Roman ; the aUbre- 
viationS few.'* 

Robert Gagmn wa^ general of the Mathprfni , 
bom atCollines, in the diocese of Amiens, and died 
at Paris in 1501. He was employed by Charfes 
VIII. and Lewis XII. in many important difiScuIt 
negotiations in Italy, Germany, and England. He 
is allowed to have written better Latin tiian any oif 
his contemporaries.

These Translations by T. Linacer are allowed 
by good judges to be executed with great fidelity, 
The translator was one of the first who revived the 
learning of the ancients in England. 

Claudius Galenus was son of an architect, bom 
at Pergamus about A. D. 131. He studied medi* 
cine in the famous school of Alexandria, then the 
best in the universe. He afterwards went to Rome, 
and became a great favourite with the emperor 
Marcus Aurelius. After the death of this prince 
he returned to his own country, where he died about 
210. Hippocrates and Galen are justly reputed 
the fathers of medicine^ and to them all modem 
medical writers are greatly indebted.

It is said that Tiberius his vt^ 
cle, jealous of his great successes, caused Piso te 
poison him at Daphne. He Was a wise, prudent^ 
and amiable man, a very skilful captain, and an de* 
gant scholar. By his wife Agrippifia he had. nine 
ct^ldren, one of whom was Caligula^ a Mi utterly 
imworthy of such a father. He died in the 34th 
year of his age.

Conrad Ge^ner^ siinfamed tbe Giprfrian JPlinyi 
was born dt Zurich in 15 16, Ht professed medidne 
and philosophy with gieat reputation. After baving^ 
spent his whole life in the cultivation of literature^ 
he wished to finish his days among his books. Feel« 
ing himself attacked with theplague» he desired to 
be carried into his study ; where he expired^ Dee* 
22, 1 569, in the 49th year of his Ufe. The follow* 
ing epitaph was made for him.
